Ex-intel chiefs criticize Trump

WASHINGTON — Two for- 
mer senior intelligence officials 
Sunday offered an extraordinary 
critique of President Donald 
Trump’s mode of dealing with 
foreign leaders, portraying the 
president as cowed by Russian 
President Vladimir Putin and 
overly susceptible to flattery by 
rivals likely seeking to manipu-

late him. 

The broadsides by ex-CIA Di- 
rector John Brennan and former 
director of national intelligence 
James Clapper followed months 
of tension between the White 
House and the intelligence com- 
munity over the president’s re- 
luctance to publicly accept intel- 


ligence assessments that Russia 
sought to sway the 2016 vote in 
his favor. 

That long-running con- 
tretemps flared again over the 
weekend when Trump, speaking 
to reporters aboard Air Force 
One as he traveled in Asia, im- 
plied that he took Putin at his 


word that Russia had not acted to 
influence the U.S. election. 
Trump also said that raising the 
issue was insulting to Putin. 

On Sunday, in Hanoi, Vietnam, 
Trump partially walked back 
those remarks, telling reporters 
that “I’m with our agencies, es- 
pecially as currently constituted” 
in their assessment — implying 
he still mistrusted former

Area churches add security

A week after a gunman killed 
26 in a shooting outside of San 
Antonio, a church in Leesburg 
has hired an armed security 
guard, and other houses of wor- 
ship across Central Florida are 
firming up safety plans. 

Art Ayris, the executive pas- 
tor of First Baptist Church in 
Leesburg, said leaders at his

church decided to hire an 
armed security guard after de- 
bating the issue several times in 
the past. 

“We realized it wasn’t enough 
to be undercover and we had to 
be visible,” Ayris said. “We feel 
like our church has a little more 
risk because ... we end up at- 
tracting people that we just 
don’t know much about.” 

The massive Lake County 
church attracts more than 1,000 


each weekend and also has sev- 
eral ministries to combat drug 
addiction and mental-health is- 
sues. 

Ayris said his congregation 
has several current and former 
law-enforcement officials in the 
church and others who choose 
to legally carry a firearm into 
services.

Lake may 
cut teacher 
bonuses at 
poorest sites

The president of Lake Coun- 
ty’s teachers union is in a panic 
over what he calls a pay cut pro- 
posed for teachers at schools 
with high numbers of low-in- 
come students, but school dis- 
trict officials say a tight budget 
provides little opportunity to 
dole out more pay. 

Lake Superintendent Diane 
Kornegay said during a recent 
contract negotiation session that 
she wants to reallocate the $16 
million that funds $1,000 to 
$3,000 in annual bonuses for 
teachers in the district’s poorest 
schools. Teachers union head 
Stuart Klatte said the money is to 
encourage teachers to remain in 
“our more challenged schools 
and to teach our most vulnerable 
students.” 

“The initial response was total 
disbelief” he said. “A lot of these 
schools recognize this as a pay 
cut” 

Kornegay wants to use that 
money to pay for a one-time 
bonus of $350 or $500 for all 
teachers as a substitute for 
across-the-board pay raises for 
this school year. The move 
comes after the district — includ- 
ing schools with the most low- 
income kids — made strides in 
the state’s most recent report 
card and administrators

At-risk young people train for restaurant, hotel jobs

Sarah Feather is on her third 
fast-food job in less than two years. 

Formerly in a foster home, 
Feather, 19, takes a bus daily to her 
job making less than $10 an hour, 
trying to get as many hours as she 
can between remedial community 
college courses. While she envi- 
sions a career in the restaurant in- 
dustry, she said working at fast food 
restaurants has been dishearten- 
ing. 
“It’s hard to see yourself spend- 
ing your whole life doing this,” she 
said. She now lives at Impower, a 


home in Seminole County for 
young people aging out of the fos- 
ter care system. “Without some 
help, I’m not sure how to move on 
to something else, though.” 
Government, business and non- 
profit groups are putting together 
new programs for at-risk young 
adults such as Feather, trying to 
help them get a boost toward better 
jobs in the restaurant and hospital- 
ity industries. Feather is participa- 
ting in a program called “The 
Grand Outreach” pairing former 
foster children with training for 
restaurants and hospitality jobs.
